The first is) = 
worded as follows: “Granted that, as President, you will be an honest and ; 
loyal public servant, how will you reconcile your conduct to the doctrines of 
the Catholic Church?” The other question reads: “How can anyone recon- 
cile the doctrines of the Catholic Church with the American principles of 
Church and State?” 

A satisfactory answer to these questions is not at all difficult. The very 
best proof that Al Smith could make an honest and loyal President ia his 
record as an henest, loyal Governor of the State of New York throughout 
several terms.
